SHENANDOAH BATTLES RAIN 
AND A 60-MILE GALE 


Dirigible Reports She Is Making Progress 
After Four-Hour Struggle Along Cali- 
fornia \Coast. 


* 


ABOARD THE SHENANDOAH 
OFF POINT ARENA, Cal., Oct. 20. 
—-After a four-hour fight today 
with a 60-mile-an-hour gale 
through alternate fog and gusts of 
driving rain, the Shenandoah found 


her way out of the center of the 


storm and picked up headway 
again along the California coast. 


By the Associated Press. . 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 20.—The 
navy dirigible Shenandoah sent a 
message to the navy radio station 
m. today she 
was battling för headway through 
a 60-mile gale off Point Arena, 108 
miles north of San Francisco, and 
had been unable to make progress 
for several hours. The Shenan- 
Goah had been advised that the 
storm was on the way and speeded 
up in an attempt to avoid it. She 
was unsuccessful, however. The 
Shenandoah reported that the wind 
was from the southwest and that a 
heavy rain was falling. 

The life-saving station at Point 
Arena reported haying sighted the 
Shenandoah between 10 and 11 a. 
m., several miles out and approx- 
imately 2000 feet in the air. She 
appeared to be making little prog- 
ress. 

The Shenandoah swung away 
from its mooring mast at Camp 
Lewish. Wash., at 12:10 p. m. yes- 
teray for San Diego. Cal., en route 
to its Lakehurst, N. J. hangar. 

The only deviations from the 
straight line of its southward flight 
were a circle over Seattle, a trip 
inland up the Columbia River from 
Astoria, part way to Portland and 
back yesterday afternoon.

Wilard:G. Mayer, one of the 
engineers responsible for the con- 
struction of the ship, piloted it 
over his home during the visit to 
Seattle. 


3000 Feet Above Timber.

ton Hotel bar Feb. 5, last. 

Miles fled after the shooting of 
O'Neal. and was a fugitive fo- mor- 
than seven months, returning Sept. 
15 because of the serious illness of 
his father, Justice Jimmy Miles, 
who died five daye later. The fact 
ot his flight. however, would not 
have been legal evidence in his 
trial, unless there were positive tes- 
timony that Miles did the shooting. 
Whether the State could furnish 
such evidence was a question. 
Witness Feared for Own Safety. 

The only witness to the shooting, 
Rudolph Schaefer, has told vary- 
ing stories, the weaker of which 
did not connect Miles very definite- 
ly with the crime. Schaefer ac- 
knowledged that he felt a fear for 
his own safety. and for a time after 
Miles’ return and release on $40.- 
000 bond, there was doubt whethy 
er Schaefer would appear as a wit- 
ness at all. However, he was 
served with a new subpena a week 
ago, after a chance meeting with 
detectives. 

Poliee officials, who knew Miles’ 
propensities for trouble, feared 
that Schaefer's reappearance 
might give him occasion for some 
new outbreak. Last Tuesday 
night, a report reached the police 
that Miles was in the neighborhood 
of Kihgshighway and Deimar bou- 
levard, in a quarrelsome mood. 
Schaefer was known to frequent a 
saloon in the-same neighborhood. 
Detectives Robbins and McNulty 
were sent to the neighborhood, but 
did not find Miles. 

Wednesday night, Robbins and 
McNulty were not particularly 
looking for Miles, but when they 
‘saw him get out of his automo- 
bile at Delmar and Aubert avenue. 
and walk in the direction of the 
saloon frequented by. Schaefer, 
they stopped him. and thé fata! 
shooting by Robbins resulted.

EDWIN GOULD TELLS OF 
GEORGE’S BOND PURCHASES 


Says Latter Acted in Missouri Pa- 
cific Casc Without His Knowl- 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Oct. 20.—The es- 


tate of Jay Gould bought $6,500,- 
000 worth of Missouri Pacific bonds 
in 1910, one of its largest pur- 
chases of a single security, with 
out his knowledge, Edwin Gould, 
one of the four trustees of the es- 


tate, testified today in the suit for 
an accounting of the $82,000,000 
estate of his father. The testi- 
mony was before Referee James A. 
O’Gorman. 

Gould has affirmed that it was 
the custom of his brother, George 
Gould, chief executor of the estate, 
to consult the other trustees befor. 
important decisions. 

The purchase of the large issue 
of bonds by the estate relieve 
George J. Gould and Edwin Gould 
of ability in the issues which 


they had helped to underwrite. 


Edwin Gould declared, under the 
questioning of Judge Samuel Sei- 
bury, trial counsel for Frank 
Gould, chief protestor against the 
trustee’s accounting, that he saw 
no impropriety in the fact that he 
received a $24,000 underwritirg 
profit and George received 3118. 
000 from the sale of bonds to the 
estate, when, by the estate’s action, 
according to Judge Seabury, they 
removed Hability from themselves. 

Judge Seabury suggested that the 
witness had acquiesced in the es- 
tate’s large bond purchase, when 
he learned of it, because of the ex- 
pectation that the success of the 
$29,000,000 bond issue, assured by 
the purchase, would permit the 
Missouri Pacific to make a sub- 
stantial payment upon the $14,- 
000,000 which it owed the estate. 


LEGISLATOR KILLED IN AUTO 
AFTER ATTENDING MEETING HERE 


C. D. Mitchell and Dan Elliott of 
East Prairie, Mo., Crushed 
When Car Overturned.

Mitchell, 50 years old, a member of 
the Missouri Legislature, and Dan 
Elliott, 40, both of whom resided 
in Bast Prairie, Mo., were killed 
yesterday, when an automobile in 
which they were riding overturned 
at a road crossing, 16 miles sout.

WEGRESS HELD FOR HOMICIDE 


She Shot - Husband in Midway at 
Union Station. 

A Coroner’s verdict of homicide 
was returned today in the case of 
Mrs. Mary Phillips, 40, a negress, 
of 4188 Enright avenue, who shot 
and killed her husband, John Phil- 
lips, in the crowded midway of 
Union Station Saturday night. 

Several witnesses testified the 
woman fired one shot at Phillips 
and, when he fell, fired four more 
shots, three shots taking effect.

sons at their homes and assisting in 
enforcement of the city ordinance 
which provides that patients at city 
institutions must pay all or part of 
the cost to care for them, if they 
can afford to do 80. 

It was required by this ordinance 
that the supervisor be a graduate 
of a recognized school tor social 
workers and that she have at least 
two years’ experience in medical 
social work in some recognized in- 
stitution. The workers under her 
were required to be graduates of a 
school for social workers or to have 
two years’ experience in a recog- 
nized institution of social work. 

Results of Examinations. 

The six social workers who have 
been employed in city institutions 
took the examinations for the new 
positions and only one passed. Al- 
together 15 St. Louis women 
passed, but six of them were not 
registered voters. When it be- 
came apparent that the five social 
workers, who failed to make the 
required grade in the examination“, 
would lose their positions, Alder- 
man Uhlemeyer introduced his re- 
peal bill. He and his associates 
behind the bill frankly admitted it 
was a matter of saving jobs with 
them, hut contended the five work- 
ers were qualified by years of ex- 
perience, regardless of the exami- 
nation. 

Today, when Mayor Kiel an- 
nounced his intention to veto the 
repeal bill, if passed, Alderman 
Uhlemeyer offered to compromise. 
He was willing to let the ordinance 
stand and withdraw his bill if some 
way could be found to retain the six 
social workers in their positions.

I have just completed 
a tour of Colorado, New Mexico. 
Kansas, Nebraska and parts of 
Texas.

In Answer to Government Suit, 
It Defends Licensing 
of Patents. 


By the Associated Press. 
CHICAGO, Oct. 20.—Many of 
the contracts mentioned by the 
Government in its suit started last 
June under the Sherman act 
against some 50 oil companies, ex- 
pired long before the suit was filed, 
the Standard Oil Co. of Indiana set 
up today in its answer. The Texas 
Co. recently filed a genera! denial 
of the charges. 
The licensing of one company to 
use the patents of another was the 
result of many patents, some of 
which overlapped others so that 
some of the companies were 
threatening each other with in- 
fringement suits, according to the 
answer. To obviate this situation, 
the answer set forth, it was agreed 
to adjust these controversies for 
use of cracking“ patents by H- 
censing the companies. 
These so-galled pooling agree- 
re not combinations in re- 
straint of trade among the states or 
foreign nations, as charged by the 
Government, the answer asserted. 

The defendant company, accord- 
Ing to the answer, owns 23 valid 
United States patents for the crack- 
ing process. Early in its experience 
in licensing other companies to use 
its patents, the answer said, there 
were restrictive clauses in the con- 
tracts, as advised by its counsel for 
the protection of its business, but 
“all contracts containing the re- 
strictive provision” about which the 
Government complained, expired 
more than aix years before the fil- 
ing of the suit, so that “long prior 
te the commencement of this suit 
the practice of placing any restric- 
tion whatsoever upon licenses had 
been abandoned.” Its licenses now, 
the company contended, are whol- 
ly free of limitation as to quantity 
of production, place of sale or 
price.“ 

Process Patentable. 

The Government's charge that 
the “cracked” gasoline is not pat- 
entable was denied by the answer, 
which set up that the cracked“ 
gasoline was something new and 
useful and therefore patentable. al- 
though in most characteristics it 
was similar to the “straight run“ 
gasoline. 

“This defendant denies,” said the 
answer, that the British pat- 
ents issued to James Young, 
in or about the year 1865, 
‘disclosed an invention for the pro- 
duction of cracked gasoline, but 
this defendant says that the Brit- 
ish patent so issued “to James 
Young disclosed an invention for 
the production from shale Oil of 
kerosene or flluminating ofl and 
did not disclose an invention for 
the production of gasoline. This 
defendant denied that there was 
any patent granted in the United 
States or in any foreign country as 
early as 1860 disclosing an inven- 
tion for the production of gaso-

“If after the expiration of 12 
months from the granting of a 
patent, or an-authorized extension 
of such period, the patentee, or 
patentees, or any of them, or his 
or their, or any of their legal rep- 
resentatives, or the whole or a 
part of his or their irterest in the 
patent, import or cause to be im- 
ported into Canada, the invention 
for which the patent is granted, 
such patent shall be void as to the 
interest of the person or persons s0 
importing or causing to be import- 
ed.“ i 

Clause Nominally in Effect. 
Because of that restriction, a cor- 
responding restriction to protect 
ite Canadian patents was inserted 
in its contracts, the answer set 
forth, and this continued in force 
until September, 1923; that no oc- 
easion has arisen since September, 
1923, to modify or to change such 
contract. and it accordingly re- 
mains nominally in effect as origin- 
allv executed. 7 

The answer denied that the In- 
diana company is, or has been, at 
party to any pool or combination 
in restraint of trade, or has made 
any contracts restraining trade be 
yond its lawful rights under its 
patents. 

On ‘the contrary, it averred. the 
company has adopted the policy of 
extending its patent rights broad- 
ty to others, thereby greatly in. 
creasing the quantity of motor fue! 
produced and maintaining prices 
much lower than they would have 
been had it reserved its patented 
processes exclusively to itself, as it 
might lawfully have done. 

“This defendant denies,” sald the 
answer, “that the effect of any of 
the agreement is to burden inter- 
state or foreign trade and com- 
0 in the product therein re- 
ferred to by imposing heavy 
charges as royalties, but says that 
the royalties required by any such 
licenses are fair and reasonable, 
and the rights secured by the pay- 
ment of such royalties are to the 
great benefit of those acquiring the 
same by means of such payments, 
and the effect thereof is to stimu-

LONDON, Oct. 20.—Labor, it 
now seems certain, will be ousted 
from power by the election next 
week. It will be succeeded either 
bY a predominantly “die-hard” 
Tory Cabinet headed by former 
Premier Stanley Baldwin, or by à 
revival of the coalition including 
the former Tory ministers of the 
Lloyd George Cabinet—with Lord 
Birkenhead, Austen Chamberlain, 
and Sir Robert Horne in the prin- 
. posts and with Winston 
Churchill, who has turned Tory, 
in a high office. It will probably 
include—although not at once— 
Lloyd George himself. 

The die-hards, disliking the Tory 
chiefs who “betrayed” Ulster by 
the Free State treaty and who 
stood by Lloyd George when the 
die-hards brought down the cogli- 
tion, probably will seek again to 
govern alone, providing the Tory 
party gains 80 or $0 seats and wins 
a clear majority in the House of 
Commons. 

This still seems improbable de- 
spite the gains in Tory strength 
since the campaign opened. What 
is more like a Tory gain of 30 to 
50 seats will make a die-hard re- 
gime impossible and will compel 
the King to install the former coa- 
litionists, thus forming the only 
combination that can command a 
vote of confidence in the House. 

Lioyd George would swing his 
whole strength to the coalition, 
and not even Asquith’s opposition 
and that of the extreme die-hards 
would deprive the group mentioned 
of a decisive majority unless the 
election result should be a com- 
plete surprise. 


Labor Vote to Increase. 


The apparent certainty of a La- 
bor defeat seems a paradox in 
view of the probable considerable 
increase in Labor's popular vote. 
But the Tory and Liberal coalition- 
ists, who largely control the older 
parties have atruck a decisive blow 
at Labor by arrangenients in the 
constituencies now represented by 
Labor whereby either a Tory or a 
Liberal withdraws in order to per- 
mit the constitutional“ vote to be 
cast solidly against Labor. 

In 70 districts Labor got in last 
year by a minority vote, because 
the Liberals and Tories killed each 
other off. In 62 of these the Coa- 
litionists have arranged a straight 
fight this year. 

Ever though a large part of the 
Liberal rank and file object to such 
deals—and many Liberals will ab- 
stain from voting or will vote for 
Labor in protest—the>bloc of seats 
Labor is certain to lose out of these 
52 represents such a handicap that 
Labor must show a phenomenal 
increase of strength to return even 
as many members as the 193 at 
present. z 


The next House of Commons 
will be composed of 815 members. 
Even a large Labor gain would not 
prevent a Tory or coalition govern- 
ment since a clear Labor majority 
is impossible. So Premier Mac- 
Donald must resign or face arr im- 
mediate defeat when the House 
reassembles. 

Both the Tory afd Liberal cval- 
ition leaders openly, though as yet 
vaguely, advocate union against the 
Socialists from the stump.

Davis’ Election Urged. 

“The obligation which we Amert- 
cans owe to those who died and to 
those who suffer can-be paid in but 
‘one way,” said the statement. 

“It can be paid by bringing about 
realization of the war purposes 
and peace ideals for which our 
comrades gave their lives.” 

The election of Davis was urged 
because it was held that only the 
foreign policy advocated by him 
came within this measure. 

Turning to the care of disabled 
veterans, the 15 signers of the 
statement launched a bitter attack 
upon Republican administration of

“A grateful nation has voted mil- 
lions of dollars for the care of our 
disabled comrades. In 1920 the 
American people by their votes 
placed the administration of this 
trust in the hands of the Repub- 
lican party.
